And
this is the reason for the introduction of the bill and it
changes the rates of the board when they met, the bill used
to be 45.00 has been changed to 415.00 and they can get 4180.00
a year for meetings that the ceiling on it, and their license
fees have been changed fzom 450.00 to 4100.00 and the renewal
of a license from 425.00 to 450.00 and the banks offer certifi­
cates from 425.00 to 535.00. And a solicitozs certificate from
41.00 to 43.00. And this has been all in agreement with the
people that are the collection agency people is the unanimous
agreement that there seems to be no oh)ection, and I don't think
there was any objection to the bill at the hearing. I move
that this bill be moved to E A R Initial.
